1. ON OCTOBER 10, AN EMBASSY OFFICER REVIEWED POINTS IN 
REFTEL WITH EXTERNAL AFFAIRS MINISTRY ACTING DIRECTOR FOR 
UN AFFAIRS HAKSAR AND EXPRESSED HOPE INDIA WOULD SUPPORT 
THE FRIENDLY RESOLUTION. HAKSAR SIMPLY TOOK NOTE OF OUR 
POSITION AND EMPHASIZED THAT THE GOI HAD NOT YET DECIDED 

WHAT ACTION IT WOULD TAKE. IT WOULD WISH TO CONSIDER THE KOREAN 
QUESTION IN LIGHT OF FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS AT THE UNGA AND 
WAS UNLIKELY TO TAKE A DECISION FOR SOME TIME. 

2. THE EXTERNAL AFFAIRS MINISTRY DESK OFFICER FOR KOREA 

TOLD AN EMBASSY OFFICER RECENTLY THAT HE PRESONALLY THOUGHT 
INDIA WOULD ABSTAIN ON BOTH RESOLTTIONS. THIS IS ALSO THE 
EVALUATION OF THE SOUTH KOREANS AND JAPANESE HERE, NEITHER 
OF WHOM HAVE ANY FIRM INDICATION FROM THE INDIANS ON HOW THEY ARE 
GOING TO VOTE. ITS OUR VIEW AS WELL THAT THE GOI IS CURRENTLY 
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INCLINED TOWARD ABSTENTION OF BOTH RESOLUTIONS. BUT HTEIR 
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POSITION IS STILL OPEN AND THEY MAY STILL BE SWAYED BY 
FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS AND PRESSURES.
